the Azusa chamber of 'commerce. The 
trip gave an opportunity to learn at 
first hand the amount of work that 
is being done in the canyon. The 
high lino road which rises above the 
height of the dam to be built at the 
forks is being pushed forward with 
steam shovels, and will pass around 
Camp Bincon far above that noted 
resort. The road to Coldbrook is to 
be improved, and the county is pre- 
paring plans to make a continuous 
roadway all the way from.Azusa to 
Mount Islip and Pine Flats, where 
the new county park is to be estab- 
lished. 


It is planned at present to follow 


the canyon of the north fork at a 
high level, but at an easy grade, 
and to go up Bochata canyon, as the 
easiest grade to Mount Islip. Coun- 
ty gangs are at work at Pine Flats 
clearing brush and widening trails. 


The federal government and the 


county combined are building a tele- 
phone line from Camp Bincon to 
Pine Flats and to other lookout sta- 
tions in that area. The lines are at- 
tached to four-by-six sawn lumber 
fifteen feet long, and these are be- 
ing hauled to place on the backs of 
burros. Superintendent F. E. Wads- 
worth, who is in charge of work at 
Big Pin'es Recreation camp near the 
San Bernardino county line, and C. 
J. Bakter, are superintending tjie 
work at Pine Flats, and said that 
when the phones are cut in there 
will be 140 miles of lines in the San 
Gabriel canyon area. The system is 
linked with the Home Telephone 
Company of Covina. 


The road from Azusa as far as the 


damsite at the forks is a two per 
cent compensated grade, a highway 
as good as any in 'the valley, and 
wide enough for easy passage at any 
point. From the damsite to Camp 
Rincon and Coldbrook the road is 
narrow, and follows the lines of the 
streambed, but is not especially dan- 
gerous or hard to negotiate. All cars 
entering the canyon must be provid- 
ed with a shovel and an ax, as this 
is now the law. Camping places are 
plentiful.and the rangers ask only 
that the rules concerning fire arc 
strictly adhered to. Permits to build 
campiires are issued at the mouth 
of the canyon.
